Tbe action of the lower branch of the 


legislature yesterday iu passing the 400 
feet limit bill as applied to saloons may 
mean another shuffle of tbe license cards. 


It is staled that fully two score of the ap- 


plications now in will be affected if the 
proposed measure becomes a law. 


There has been a limit law in existence 


but not an "air line" law such as passed to 
a third leading. This action provoked a 
long and bitter discussion. 


The result was a victory for prohibition, 


which, under the guise of petitioning foi 
furthei relief and pi election for the pub- 
lic schools, managed to deal a blow at the 
liquor business harder and more effective 
than was contained m any so-called tem- 
perance measure yet piesented since the 
beginning of the session. 


The purpose of tbe bill is to so amend tb°

as to 
prohibit 
the 
sale of 
liquor 


in 
any 
building 
within 400 feet of 


a schoolhouse. in whatever direction. The 
present law governs only the btreet upon 
which a schoolhouse is situated. 


All through the debate the lepublicans, 


with few exceptions, allied themselves on 
the side of prohibition, or in other words 
favoicd the hill; the democrats, on the 
other hand, lighting vigorously against it. 
One notable exception, however, in the 
majority party was Kepresentative Wood, 
of East Boston, who talked earnestly aud 
emphatically against the bill, which he 
characterized as narrow, fanatical and un 
just legislation.

porters of tbe bill was brought out by Re|.

the practical effects of such a measure in 
Boston, as ascertained by the board of po-

out his suggestion. The only remedy for 
this state of affairs is state Inspection. A 
slate inspector would enter a school clothed 
with authority to report upon its efficiency 
without fear of censure or revenge by the 
friends of the teacher in charge 


If the bill for the examination of teach, 


ers under state authority becomes law, the 
next step will be for state inspection. 
The latter would be quite as important m 


from 
ts effects as the former; but it would be 
attended with considerable expense which 
may be a barrier to its adoption.

EIGHT MEN DROWNED, 


Hot One Escaped From the Wreck at 


the Albert W. Smith. 


MANASQTTJLS, N. J., April 12. — The 


furious gales and high winds left their 
mark all along the New Jersey coast. 
Along the Jersey Central railroad, to 
Tom's river, the aea has overflowed the 
shore and formed little lakes for a consid- 
erable distance. The beach far down the 
coast is strewn with light wreckage. The 
wind has Mown a full gale, the high seas 
roaring aud pounding.and foaming with 
a mighty T9ge. 


In the height and fury of the storm, 


the three-masted schooner Albert W. 
Smith was driven ashore at a point mid- 
way "between Seagirt and Manasqnan. 
In less than half an hour after the vessel I 
struck fehe was pounded into kindling i 
•wood by the seas which broke over her. 
What was left, a portion of the hull, was 
carried up a quarter of a mile south of 
the lifesaving station. 


Eight men, it is said, composed the 


crew of the Albert W. Smith, not one of 
whom has been seen since their boat was 
•wrecked, and it is unlikely that any man 
of the crew has survived to tell the tale 
of his experiences in the awful gale. 


The wreck was discovered by George 


"W. Green of the Squan beach lifesaving 
station. Captain R F. Longstreet re- 
lated the following story of tne wreck: 


"Green, during a blinding snow and 


when the storm Was at its height, saw 
the outlines of a vessel, which was strug- 
gling with the breakers, above the station. 
Two masts were standing at that time, 
but there were no topmasts, We got out 
our men at once and endeavored to launch 
a lifeboat, but by the time we got to her 
only one mast was standing. A very 
short time afterwards she broke up. 


"There was no sign of a living person i

SEEN AND HEARD. 


One of the most remarkable events in

ent to testify concerning tbe charges, 
which include maladministration, tyranny, 
oppression, insubordinationjneitinff stute, 
slander and libel, arbitrary exercise and 
abuse of power, strain of diocesan statute, 
misappropriation, falsehood, speculation, 
undue influence, unjust favoritism, scan- 
dal, gambling; and meUation to perjury. 
Tiiese are supplemented with 115 specific 
charges. 


Heretofore the bishops accused of grave 


offenses have been called to Rome und 
quietly suppressed by removal to some dis- 
tant diocese or placed on the retired list. 
Tim sending of a papal delegate to the 
United States reversed this policy to some 
extent by creating a local court for the de- 
termination of questions of church man- 
agement arising in this country. 


Proceedings in the case of Bishop Boim- 


cum will be held before Archbishop Hen- 
aessj instead of the papal delegate. 
The 


archbishop will preside and proceedings 
will be similar to civil trials ia court. Ap- 
peal .from ftie indictments may then be had 
to the papal delegate and finally to Rome. 


The progress of the case, the proceedings 


heretofore had and the prospect of an early 
determination excites keen interest among 
churchmen. 


To priests it is especially important, not 


on account of the gravity of "the charges 
preferred against the Bishop of Lincoln, 
but because it 
involves the quebtion 


whether or not bishops are bound to re- 
spect and obey the laws of the church in 
their relations with subordinates.

shall receive from the comptroller of the 
currency 
circulating 
notes equal in 


amount to aud not exceeding the par 
value of the bonds deposited, but no bank 
shall be permitted to recen e or issue cir- 
culating notes upon the security of bonds 
deposited in nny amount gruiter than the 
70 per centum, of its authorized capital 
stock, actually ^ paid iu aud unimpaired 
through losses sustained or otherwise.

iquor business harder and more effective 
than was contained in any so-called tem- 
perance measure yet presented since the 
resinning of the session.

All through the debate the republicans, 


with few exceptions, allied themselves on 
the side of prohibition, or in other words 
favored the bill; the democrats, on the 
other hand, fighting vigorously against it. 
One notable exception, however, in the 
majority party was representative Wood. ' 
of East Boston, who talked earnestly and 
emphatically against the bill, which he 
characterized as narrow, fanatical and un- 
just legislation. 


The chief stumbling block to the sup- 


porters of the hill was brought out by Rep- 
resentative Merritt of Chelsea, describing 
the practical effects of such a measure in 
Boston, as ascertained by the board of po- 
lice and public functionaries. 


According to the information therein 


contained, if the bill becomes ailaw it will 
affect nearly 70 per cent, of the existing 
saloons in Boston, while seriously injur- 
ing real estate interests, especially at the 
.North end. It will also injure many of 
the principal hotels, notably Toung's and 
the Parker house. 


The question came on ordering the bill 


to a third reading, and it was so ordered 
after more than an hour's discussion, 91 to 
61 on a roll ca.ll,iseeured on motion of Sir. 
Sullivan of Boston, who was one of the 
most vigorous opponents of the measure. 


Representatives Foss voted for, W. H. I. 


Hayes against, and D. Murphy was paired 
on the negative side. 


Mr. Tuttle of Boston said in reply to the 


claim that the bill would affect 70 per cent, 
of the Boston saloons, quoted the police 
commissioners

only 14 per cent. The bill was passed to a 
third reading 91 to 61.

If tLe bill becomes a law several of the 


saloons which have been landmarks for 
years will be shut up. One of the present 
legislative members will be unable to get a 
license at his present place of business.

EIGHT MEN DROWNED. 


Not One Escaped From the Wreck of 


tbe Albert W. Smith, 
! 


MANASQTTAH, N. J-, April 13. — The! 


furious gales and high winfls left their 
mark all along the New Jersey coast. 
Along the Jersey Central railroad, to 
Tom's rive*, the aea has overflowed the 
shore and formed little lakes for a consid- 
erable distance. The beach far down the 
coast is strewn with light wreckage. The 
•wind has ,blown a full gale, the high seas 
roaring andr pounding and foaming with 
a mighty rage. 


In fhe height and fury of the storm, 


the three-masted schooner Albert W. 
Smith was driven ashore at a point mid- 
way between Seagirt and Manasquan. 
In less than half an hour after the vessel 
struck she was pounded into kindling 
wood by the seas which broke over her. 
What was left, a portion of the hull, was 
carried tip a quarter of a mile south of 
the lifesaving station. 


Bight men, it is said, composed the 


crew of the Albert W, Smith, not one of 
whom nas been seen since their boat was 
wrecked/and it is unlikely that any man 
of the crew has survived to tell the tale 
of his experiences in the awful gale. 


The wreck was discovered by George 


"W. Green of the Squan beach lifesaving _ 
Station. Captain R F. Longstreet re- 
lated the following story of the wreck: 
! 


"Green, during a bliuding snow and 


when the storm was at its height, saw 
the outlines of a vessel, which was strug- 
gling with the breakers, above the station. 
Two masts were standing at that time, 
but there were no topmasts, We got out 
oof men at once and endeavored to launch 
a lifeboat, but by the time we got to her 
only one mast was standing. A very 
short time afterwards she broke up. 


"There was no sign of a living person 


on the schooner when we got to her. The 
wreck, drifted with the sweeping current 
a quarter of a mile south of the station. 
In ihe blinding sand and snowstorm we 
dragged our gun to her and made onn 
shot with a line, but by the time we 
could get ready to shoot the second time, 
there was nothing left to shoot at. 


"You can see," said the captain, as he 


kicked his rubber boot against a piece of 
the hull of the craft, "that she was old 
and rotten." Without the slightest effort 
he kicked huge chunks of the wood apart, 
it being totally rotten. 


The -s*ssel was of 572 tons, 145 feet 


keel, 85 feet beam and 18 feet hold. She 
was built in 18T3 at Kennebunk, Me., and 
was owned by Albert W, Smith of Provi- 


' dence, from, which place she sailed. She 


was bound for Providence from Philadel- 
phia.

murk all along the New Jersey coast 
Along the Jersey Central railroad, tc 
Corn's river, the sea has overflowed th 
shore and formed little lakes for a consid 
erable distance. The boach far down th 
coast la strewn with light wreckage. Thi 
wind has blown, a full gale, the high seas 
roaring and'pounding and foaming with 
a migHty rage. 
.'In the height and fury of the ston 
the 'three-masted schooner Albert W 
Smith was driven ashore at a point mid 
way between Seagirt nnd Manaequan 
In less thau half an hour after the vesse 
struck'she was pounded into kindling 
wood by the seas which broke over her 
What was left, a portion of tho hull, was 
carried up a quarter of a mile south ot 
the lifesaving station. 


Eight men, it is said, composed the 


crew of tha Albert W. Smith, not one of 
whom "has been seen since their boat wag 
wrecked, and it is unlikely that any man 
of the orew has survived to tell the tale 
of his experiences in the awful gale. 


The wreck was discovered by George 


W. Green of the Squan beach lifesaving 
station, Captain R P. Longstreet re- 
lated the following story of the wreck: 


."Green, during a blinding snow and 


when the storm was. at its height, saw 
the outlines of a vessel, which was strug- 
gling with the' breakers, above the station. 
Two masts were standing at that time, 
but there were no topmasts! Wa got out 
out men. at once and endeavored lo launch 
a lifeboat, but by the time we got to her 
only one must wag standing. A very 
Bhort time afterwards she broke up. 


"There was no sign of a living person 


on the schooner when we got to her. The 
wreck drifted with the sweeping current 
a quarter of a mile south of the station.

The sending of a papal delegate to tho 
United States reversed this policy to some 
extent by creating a local court for the de- 
termination of questions of church man- 
agement arising in this country. 


Proceedings in the case of Bishop Bona- 


cum-will be tola before Archbishop Hcn- 
nessy instead of the papal delegate. 
The 


archbishop will preside and proceedings 
will be similar to civil trials in court. Ap- 
peal from the indictments may then behac 
to the papal delegate and finally to Koine. 


The progress of the case, the proceedings 


heretofore had aud the prospect of an early 
determination excites keen interest among 
churchmen.

WASHINGTON, April 12 —The house 


banking and currency committee having 
failed to agroa upon any of the various 
ichemes to extend the national banking 
system to the states or to agree upon any 
bill giving the southern and southwest- 
ern states additional hanking facilities, 
the southern representatives have decided 
to make a determined effort to secure leg- 
islation to repeal the 10 per cent tax on 
itato'bank circulation. 


A majority of the members of the 


currency committee refused to allow a 
bill to repeal the tax to be reported. The 
only way, therefore, m which they can 
gut this proposition before the house is to 
move au amendment to Representative 
Brawley's bill, which was reported from 
the currency committee. 


The 100 members from the south and 


west who attended the caucus having 
decided to push, the repeal scheme, there 
is Jikely to be a hot contest when the 
matter 
comes 
up 
for consideration. 


Speaker Crisp and the committee 
on 


rules favor the repeal of the 10 per cent 
tax, and he has promised the friends of 
this proposition to bring in a rule limit- 
ing debate and fixing u time to vote. 


The adoption of such a rule will, it is 


believed, secure the passage of the pet 
scheme of the southern representatives. 
They claim that it will get a solid vote 
from the south and southwestern states, 
and that enough western and northern 
Democratic representatives will support 
the measure to secure its, adoption. 


Sperrj's Man. 


In the meantime Representative Sperry 


of Connecticut, a mem uer o£ the banking 
and currency committee, has prepared a 
new bill, extending the present system for 
the establishment of interstate banks. It 
authorizes any banking corporation to 
deposit with the treasurer of the United 
States state, county or municipal bonds 
whose validity is unquestionable or the 
market value of which has not been be- 
low par at any time during the period of 
two years just preceding the date upon 
which such bonds are offered for deposit, 
orupoauhich there has not been any 
failure to pay interest regularly at any 
time. 


The bank making-such deposit of bonds 


shall receive from the comptroller of the 
currency circulating uutes equal in 
amount to ami not exceeding the par 
value of the bonds deposited, but no bank 
shall be permitted to receive or issue cir- 
culating notes upon tLe security of bonds 
deposited in any amount gi cater than the 
75 per centum of its authorized capital 
stock,'actually paid in and unimpaired 
through losses sustained or otherwise. 


Representative Sperry brought this 


matter betore the banking committee, 
aud he got it before the house yesterday. 
The bill has been submitted to the comp- 
troller of the currency, who is giving it 
careful examination.
